IN CELL OF FULTON COUNTY TOWER 


Bloody Afiay in East Point Yesterday Morning Between Hud-

It penetrated his 
body, falling in his undershirt, where ‘t 
was found by the physicians when 
wounds were examined. 

Hudsen. who is twenty years of age, 
was hit only once, a bullet striking him 
in the chest on the left side, just below 
the heart. The bullet struck a rib and 
glanced around the side and did not pene- 
trate the pit of the stomach. 

In the shooting Hudson used a 38-cali- 
ber pistol of Colts's make, and his broth- 
er George. it is alleged, used a 3&-caliber 
Smith and Wesson make. The one used 
by Harringtun was of 32-caliber, and is 
said to have snapped twice, and the one 
bullet that struck Walter is the only timc 
the pistol fired. 

After the shooting Harrington walked 
to his home. which is easily a quarter 
of a mile from the scene, and young 
Hudson sank unconscious tothe floor, 
where he remained until lifted and 
placed on a cot in the office. Both young 
men are seriously wounded, but Harring- 
fon is the only one expected to succumD 
to his injuries. 

Cause of the Shooting. 

The shooting Was the outcome of the al- 
leg~ed marriage of Hudson and Miss Har- 
rington. The young couple, it is said, 
have been very much attached to each 
other. and their relations had caused 
considerable comment. About two weeks 
azo Miss Harrington or Mrs., Hudson, in 
company with her mother, left home very 
suddenly for Waynesboro to visit the 
woung lady’s father, who is manager of 
@ large oil mill at that place. 

After she left, it is said, there was con- 
siderable speculation as to the-cause of 
her departure, and Mr. Harrington be- 
gan an investigation. It is alleged that 
-he discovered the young couple was 
married. He went to Mr. Hudson and 
demanded that he send for his wife and 
bring her home. 

At this point the stories differ. Perry 
Thompson, Miss Harrington’s or Mrs. 
Hudson’s brother in law, said that Mr. 
Hudson told Mr. Harrington that he 
could not afford to announce the wed- 
ding. as his uncle objected and it might 
cause him some embarrassment in his 
business relations. 

Mr. Hudson, it’is alleged, said that he 
had never married Miss Harrington and 
: refused to send for her. At any rate, a 
quarrel ensued which strained the pre- 
viously friendly relations of the young 
men, and Mr. Harrington left, telling Mr.

Telegrams, giving the full details of the 
e€ncounter, were sent to Mrs. Harrington 
and her daughter, who are at present at 
Waynesboro. They are eapected to ar- 
rive in the city early this morning. 

Na&information as to the date on which 
the marriage ceremony was performed 
cou'd be gained. Mr. Thompson said that 
the young coup.e were married in Decatur 
several monthsago. He at first said that 
they were married in June, but later 
stated that the ceremony was performed 
at even an earlier date. 

None of the Harrington family, except 
Mr. Thompson, who is a brother in law of 
the wounded man, could be seen. All of 
them were busy administering to the 
wants of the wounded man. 

It is not known what the _ technical 
charge is against George Hudson, as it is 
not pogitively asserted that he took part 
in the encounter. No one has been seen 
that saw him shoot, but the nature of the 
wounds received by Mr. Harrington were 
such as to leave the impression that he 
had partici®i:gd in the fight. 

All parties are highly connected and 
the affair has caused much excitement.

Abbeville, Ga., September 28.—(Special.) 
Great excitement existed. here today 
when it became known that the grand 
jury in here now had returned 
true bills against Z. W. Lassiter, C. W. 
Ford and A. J. Harp, the managers of 
the primary at this place, held recently. 
The parties named in the true bills are 
some of the most prominent men here, 
both in business and church circles, Mr. 
Lassiter being a member of the merchan- 
tile firm of Lassiter 9Ham & Co., of this 
place, and one of the oldest firms in this 
county, while Messrs. Ford and Harp are 
leading members of the Baptist church 
here, and the friends of all parties feel 
that great injustice has’ been done them. 
Mr. Lassiter is also a member of the 
present grand jury. 

Mr. Lassiter stated he and his friends 
had been trying to find out on what 
grounds the bills had been found and had 
ascertained that the evidence that had 
been obtained was from what purported 
to be one of the voting lists used in the 
recent primary, and on that list were a 
number of names of parties purporting to 
have voted here that voted at other pre- 
cincts in the county. These parties had 
been summoned and swore that they did 
not vote here. He statéd that all the 
managers indicted would swear that the 
parties did net vote here. He said furth- 
er that he and his friends had been de- 
nied the privilege of seeing the list claim- 
ed to be the voting list here. He says 
that the present grand jury is composed 
almost entirely of parties favorable to 
removing the courthouse from Abbeville

Governor Not Authorized To Direct 
Disposifion of Will 
Branch. 

Governor Candler stated last night that 
no call had been made on him by the 
county officers at Athens for troops to 
protect the life of William Branch, the 
negro murderer of George D. Bell. 
auestion of the removal of Branch from 
Athens. “hcg he was captured, to Elber- 


ton. thirty iles away, where the mur- 
der was committed, was apparently left 
by the arresting officers to Governor 
The chief executive stated when 
approached on this subject that he had 
absolutelv no authority to say what dis- 
position should be mdde of Branch and 
that it was a question for the judge of 
the superior court of the western circuit 
to determine. Until called upon for 
troops and the call has been granted 
and the negrd is in possession of the 
military the governor can exercise no 
initiative. 

Governor Candler was notified yester- 
day afternoon of the extremely serious 
state of affairs in Clarke county involv- 
ing an open threat-to lynch the confessed 
slaver of George D. Bell should an at- 
tempt be made to transfer him to the 
county ja'l in Elbert. Up to a late hour 
last night. however, no request to which 
the governor could concede had been 
made for troops. One company of the 
First Georgia regiment is stationed in 
Athens and Colonel Usha Thomason, com- 
manding the regiment, is but ferty miles 
away. at Madison. In case an extreme 
emergency arises several commands of 
the Third Georgia can be placed in Ath- 
ens in the course of a few nours.

Another development today was the ru- 
mor that the republicans would put out a 
congressional candidate to oppose Hon. 
W. G. Brantly. A meeting at Waycross 
tomorrow will decide the matter. Three 
names are on the list—W. A. McNeill, of 
Ware; S. M. Griffin, of Brooks, and W. 
H. Marston, of Irwin. District Chairman 
Belcher today neither confirmed or de- 
nied the rumor and your correspondent 
has it from other sources that Marston 
will be the republican nominee. 

The Glynn county executive committee 
met today and organized, with F. E. 
Twitty, chairman, and A. L. Frank, sec- 
retary. Alarmed by the methods employ- 
ed by the opponent of Upchurch to defeat 
the democracy, Chairman Twitty will is- 
sue an urgent appeal to all democrats to 
get out and work for votes on Wednes-

Killing of Prominent Citizen of Cof- 
fee County by Unknown Parties.

HOW HE WAS CAPTURED 


Made a Confession and Told How Wa 
Killed Bell, 


THEN TRIED 10 KILL McLANARAN 


Sheriff of Elbert, on. Advice of Phy- 
sicians, Decides To Let the Ne- 
gro Remain in Athens 
for a Day or 
. Two.

Elberton, Ga., 
William Branch, who shot 
George Bell yesterday morning, was 
caught this morning in Athens, where, 
it is understood, he has confessed the 
deed: also to shooting G. H. McLanahan 
and his wife last night while they were 
asleep. ‘ 

Since the former report in The Consti- 
tution of the shooting last night it is 
learned that Branch went to McLana- 
han’s house and watched him and his 
wife retire. getting his bearings through 
an oven window. When L&ahahan and 
his wife had been in bed about ten or 
fifteen minutes, the lights having been 
put out and the window left open, 
Branch, according to his own confes- 
sion. walked up to the window and de- 
liberately shot the parties because Mc- 
Lanahan had shot at him that merning 
after he had killed Bell. The, load of 
shot entered largely into the arm of Mrs. 
McLanahan, she being yvetween her hus- 
band and the window. ,But for this the 
whole load would have’entered McLana- 
As it is, Mrs. McLanahan 
has a severe flesh wound on the arm 
and Mr. McLanahan is badly shot in the 
neck, though the doctors say they do not 
think there is now. any immediate danger 
and with proper care he will recover. 

According to Branch’s confession made 
to the officer in Athens, after the shoot- 
ing McLanahan grabbed his pistol and 
shot five times at him and then used 
his breech-loader, one ball hitting him 
in the face. Though badly wounded Mc- 
Lanahan was successful in hitting him. 
Branch ran to the Seaboard tra@pk, a short 
distance from McLanahan’s home, and 
laid down on the track. In a few min- 
utes the southbound passenger, due here 
at 2:45 o’clock, came along and the en- 
gineer saw the man on the track and 
stopped his train before he got to him. 
tie was taken up and placed on a litter 
and ,brought to Elberton, where he was 
put off on the platform, he claiming to 
be badly crippled. There was no one at 
the depot who recognized him as the as- 
sassin, 

Just as the train was pulling off he 
jumped on it and told the conductor that 
he wanted to go to his home in Athens 
and had money enough to pay his way. 
Shortiy after the train had left Police- 
man Ham was informed ‘of the circum- 
stances. when he wired Athens to arrest 
the man. When the train reached Ath- 
ens the negro was arrested and acknowi- 
edged that he was the man wanted here. 
He had, previously to the shooting of 
Mr. and Mrs; McLananan, confided to a 
negro tenant of McLanahan’s that he had 
been hiding in a swamp just below the 
Cariton place all day and that he was 
going to kill McLanahan that night. This 
tenant worked himself clear of Branch 
and was making for McLanahan's house 
to inform him of Branch’s threat, but did 
not get there until after the shooting. 

When it was learned this morning that 
Branch had been caught in Athens our 
people breathed a sigh of relief, feeiing 
sure that one of the most dastardiy 
crimes in the annals of the county’s his- 
tory would be swiftly revenged. Public 
feeling is at fever heat and if the crim- 
inal is brought back to this county dui- 
ing the excitement great trouble will like- 
lv be occasioned. 

George Bell. who was killed yesterday 
morning, was buried here today in the 
presence of a large crowd. 


The latest reports from Mr. and Mrs. 


McLanahan are that both are doing fair- 
lv well and that the wounds will not 
prove fatal. 
Negro Still in Athens Jail. 

Elberton, Ga., September 29, 1 a. m.— 
Sheriff James McIntosh has just returned 
from Athens without the negro, William 
Branch. Upon advice of the physician at 
Athens, Sheriff McIntosh did not attempt 
to move him. One arm is broken all to 
pieces and his head is badly hurt.

WESTCOTT GAVE 
CARTER POWER 


Father in Law of Ex-Captain on 
Witness Stand, 


AUTHORITY 1S DELEGATED 


Son in Law Was Introduced to West- 
cott’s Brokers and Was Given 
Right To Transact Any 
and All Busi- 
ness. 


New York, September 28.—Robert F., 
Westcott, father in law to Captain Ober- 
lin M. Carter, continued his testimony be- 
fore Commissioner Shields today in the 
hearing on an aplication for the removal 
of John F., E. H. and William T, Gaynor 
and Benjamin D. Greene to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Georgia federal courts. 

In detailing the history of a number of 
stock transactions in which he was en- 
gaged in 1891 and 1892 Mr, Westcott said 
he introduced Captain Carter to his stock 
brokers, Reid & Flagg, some time in 1893. 
At that time and in 1895 Captain Carter 
held his power of attorney. He said he 
might have had railroad bonds to the 
value of $100,000 in 1893 when he went to 
Europe, but that the greater part of his 
property was rea] estate. 

A c!ause in the power of attorney Cap- 
tain Carter held in 1895 gave him au- 
thority to ‘‘buy, sell and deal in all stocks 
and bonds” owned by Mr. Westcott or his 
wife. At that time Mr. Westcott said he 
owned no stock or bonds and the clause 
was merely a part of the formal docu- 
ment. 

Mr. Westcott admitted he had received 
money from John F. Gaynor and from 
Benjamin Greene at different times. He 
could not remember the exact amount. 
He received $10,000 from each of thei in 
1893 ar 1894 and in September of 1894, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Carter gave him 
$100.000 in bills. He could not remember 
what he did with the money, but pre- 
surned he put it in his safe deposit vault 
or deposited it to his account in the bank. 

On the hearing in July last it was 
shown that the Atlantic Construction 
Company received $461,075 September HI, 
1894. from the government on a contract 
and that on the same day there was de- 
posited in the name of R. F. Westcott. 
with Reid & Flage, brokers, $53,022, and 
in the name of R. F. Westcott, with the 
Union Trust Company $50,000. The prose- 
cution then claimed that the amount 
represented Captain Carter's commission.

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. The British Elections. 

The appeal to the ped@ple, taken by 
Lord Salisbury, is in line with prece- 
dent, which gives to the party in power 
the right to ask for a vote of confi- 
dence at any time prior to the statu- 
tory demise of parliament. 

In.the present case there is an out- 
cry against the premier on the ground 
of surprise. While the system is an ex- 
cellent one for the ascertainment of 
local opinion, it can be more than off- 
set by the selection of the time, when 
the oppositivn is in straits, and the 
ministry has its cards well placed. The 
trend of British opinion is constantly 
toward liberalism. In fact, during the 
latter years of Gladstone's power there 
arose a strong cry for the disestablish- 
ment of the state church and for the 
abolition of the house of lords, The 
movement came to a standstill, but 
not defeat, for it is a peculiarity of 
English political life that a subject 
once taken up is sure to be resurrected 
with overwhelming foree, so that we 
may look for a revival of the entire 
liberal programme in due time. 

The liberal party. however. is now in 
an exhausted condition. Under the 
leadership of Mr. Gladstone the po- 
litical character of Eneland was almost 
wholly changed, until now the gov- 
ernment, while monarchial in name, is 
thoroughly democratic in spirit. One 
revolution after another was made 
perfect until it would seem that the 
great liberal party had accomplished 
enough, when it was called upon to 
crown all its efforts by a measure of 
Irish home rule, to which were soon 
added church disestablishment and ab- 
olition of the house of lords. The home 
rule bill was debated through to pas- 
sage in the commons, and while it was 
defeated for a season, it has accom- 
plished*the miracle of establishing 
close friendship between the electo- 
rates of the three kingdoms. At this 
Stage liberalism fell under the reac- 
tion of conservatism, and a long lease 
of power has been enjoyed by the to- 
ries. 

Fortunately for the ministry, it has 
had to meet with questions which chal- 
lenged the loyalty of the masses. A 
ereaf deal of the liberal programme 
was taken up and adopted, giving the 
party in power a liberal character. The 
death of the great statesman deprived 
the liberals of a firm leader who, with 
cool head and steady nerve, could have! 
held the people together, and the party 
was thrown back into a formative con- 
dition. The integrity of the empire be- 
ing attacked from without, there was 
no time for party division, and at a 
moment when the government is out 
of war with the Boers, and into it with 
the Chinese, an appeal is taken to the 
people which is sure of being a land- 
slide for the tories and a rout for the 
liberals. The result wil] be another 
parliamentary term of seven years for 
the Salisbury cabinet. 


How the result will stand has been | 


foreshadowed by the views of some of 
the leaders. Lord Salisbury’s manifesto 
justifying the appeal. says: 


The queen's government should be sup- 
ported by a strong parliamentary majority 
as the only means of convincing the jn- 
habitants of the conquered South African 
territories that there is no hope of divert- 
ing the government from their policy by 
persistent resistance or agitation.

The Philade!phia Press, referring to 
the coming Georgia election. returns to 
the old game of slander and misrepre- 
sentation of the south. The reference is 
as follows: 

On next Wednesday a state election will 
be held in Georgia when a governor, a 
full legislature and a large number of 
local officers will be chosen. There are 
very few signs, however, that such un 
important event is only a few davs away. 
Hardly a campaign meeting has been hel. 
and probably most of the voters would 
be unaware of the day set for the election 
if the chairman of the democratic state 
executive committee had not taken the 
trouble to call their attention to it. But 
the Georgia democracy knows that it has 
something better than campaign speeches 
to aid it in carrving an election, and that 
is entire control of the ballot boxes and 
the tally sheets. What the democrats 
want in’Georgia next week is’a big ma- 
jority, and it is likely they will get it as 
the populist party is showing little vitality 
this year, and the republicans are, as 
usual, doing nothing. In 1898 the demo- 
cratic majority was 67,000, the populists 
having cast 51,580 votes. They will not 
cast more than half that vote this year 
and as a consequence the democratic ma- 
jority will be so much the larger. There 
is no reason why it should not be 80,000 
or 100,000 unless it be the diffidence of the 
counters. 

The Philadelphia Press has confessed 
the full wickedness of Pennsylvania.

Saturday, October 6th, is the last day 
upon which the poll tax can be paid to 
qualify citizens to vote at the Novem- 
ber election. Every citizen who has not 
paid a state or county tax within two 
years must qualify himself by securing a 
tax receipt on or before that date or be 
disfranchised and prevented from voting 
at one of the most important elections ever 
held in this city. ? 

There are two ways of securing tax re- 
ceipts within the prescribed period. One is 
for the voter to permit a partisan cam- 
paign committee to pay the tax upon a 
power of attorney and thus be placed 
under an obligation in advance to vote 
the party ticket, and the other and better 
way is for each voter to pay his own tax 
and be free from any mortgage upon his 
action at the polls. The tax is but 50 
cents, or at the rate of 2 cents a year, 
which is a very cheap price to pay for 
the privilege of being a free and inde- 
pendent citizen.

The Late Martinez Campos. 

The death of Martinez Campos, the 
celebrated Spanish soldier and states- 
man, removes one of the most distin- 
guished men produced by that country. 

Rorn when his country had entered 
upon a condition of decadence, and 
when its cclonial empire was crum- 
bling to pleces, Campos grew up to 
realize the necessity of a.changed poli- 
cy in order to prevent annihWation. 
Other Spanish statesmen were content 
to depend upon the record of history. 
and to ignore the work of the day. The 
fact that the colonists of pioneer days 
had grown into compact and organ- 
ized peoples was overlooked, and no 
note was taken of either appeal or of 
protest. 

Campos alone recognized the zrowth 
of New Spains across the seas. He 
would have released them from the 
leading strings ‘of subjection. and 
made them friendly partners with the 
mother country. He made a settlement 
with the Cubans of the ten years’ war, 
and had his plans been carried out, 
Cuba teday would have been Spain's 
strongest ally. But events were willed 
otherwise, the impracticables triumph- 
ed, and when Cuba revolted again in 
1895, as a result of broken pledges, it

He was a loyal democrat, broad- 
gauged and intelligent in his views or 
national issues and public men. 

Mr. Collier had made two visits <to 
Paris in his official capacity. He had 
been at his home but.a few hours after 
returning to Atlanta from his second trip 
abroad when the unfortunate accident 
that terminated in his death occurred. 

Mr. Collier was interested in a number 
of Atlanta’s financial and commercial en- 
terprises, and was formerly a large share- 
holder and director in the Eagle and Phe- 
nix cotton mills, of Columbus. For,some 
time he-was cashier of the Nationaf Cap- 
ital City bank. 

Charles A. Collier was a son of Judge 
John L. Collier, one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent pioneer citizens. He received 
an excellent education and wasp a gradu- 
ate of the University of Georgia. At the 
outset of his career he practiced law in 
this city. He married Miss Rawson, only 
daughter of W. A. Rawson, one of the 
leading citizens of Atlanta. ‘Mrs. Collier 
died in 1897. Four brothers survive Mr. 
Collier and seven children, Mrs. Julian 
Harris, Rawson Collier, Henrietta Collier, 
John Collier, Charles Collier, Eleanor Col- 
lier and Tonise Collier.

| gent and honest person to withstand the 
impression borne in by the impassioned 
plea made at a hearing before the grand 
jury on this question. 

It has never been my fortune to witness 
'an exhibition of more ardent philanthro-

mon sense than the five or six concise 
speeches made on that occasion, the 
best, far and away, by women, pleading 
as for the honor and life of their own 
sons.

Jury, Guided by Evidence and Opin- 
ion of the County Physician, 
Found Foregoing Verdict. 


An inquest was held yestérday after- 
noon by Coroner Stamps over the body 
of Charles A. Collier at the late resi- 
dence on Rawson street. 

The verdict of the jury was to the ef- 
fect that he came to his death from @ 
pistol] shot wound, and that it was acci- 
dental. 

The testimony of Mrs. J. L. Hutchin- 
who lives on Cooper street, facing 
side vard of the Collier home, was to 
effect that she heard a noise of talk- 
ing. as if there were persons conversing 
or as if some one was trying to drive 
a dog away. and then heard a pistol shot.

person say: “I’m killed! I'm 
dying!’ And then there were calls for 
help. followed by groans and cries of 
some one in great agony. This witness 
testified she thought at first some one 
had been killed in her front yard. 

The sister of this witness testified to 
the same facts with the exception that 
she stated she heard the wounded person 
sav: “I have killed myself!” She cor- 
rected herself almost immediately, say. 
ing: ‘‘No, what he said was this: ‘I am 
killed myself!’ ”’ 

Rawson Collier and John Collier testi- 
fied to finding their father at the bottom 
of the long steps of the back porch. He 
was partially dressed, having slipped on 
his trousers and shoes or slippers. 

Drs. Nicholsen and Baird testified. The 
former stated that from the specific evi- 
dence at hand he believed that the shot 
came from the front; that he noticed a 
dark spot he believed to be powder on 
both the night shirt and about the wound. 
lie stated. however, that the wound in 
front was larger than that 4in the back, 
and that experience had taught that the 
ingress of the bullet caused only a small 
| wound. while the exit tore the flesh and 
made a larger wound. He cited a case 
| under his own observation to show there 
| were exceptions to the rule. The testi- 
| monv of Dr. Baird was to a similar ef- 
| fect. except that he did not observe any 
| powder stains; that the blood had turned 
the garment near the wound black, and 
that he did not make a Close inspection. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell. the county physician, 
after many questions and an examination 
of the wounds. concurred in the opinion 
that the shooting was an accident. 

In summing up the testimony, the jury 
gave special attention to the statement 
of Miss Dupree, sister of Mrs. Hutchin- 
son. that the wounded person had said: 
“T am killed myself.” 
by the jury as proving that Mr. Collier 
had gone out to kill a dog or perhaps a 
burglar. but by falling down the stairs 
he had bBbimself been shot instead. The 
verdict follows: 

Atlanta. Ga.. September 28, 1900.—We, 
the jury impaneled and sworn to inquire 
into the cause of the death of C. A. Coi- 
lier. find from the evidence prodaiced 
and the opinion of the county physician, 
Dr. B. W. Bizzell, that he came to his 
death from a pistol shot wound, and that 
the same was accidental.

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said ‘section, article and paragrap® to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reason of age and poverty, or infirmity
